d. The fim Is s^ferlng from a shoii^ge of technical staff to such an extent 
tliat the former seeretaiy of the former owner, Emanuel Bode, is now the tech- 
nical director. Drawn tdre is a bottleneck, because of a lack of skilled 
workers capable of understanding the necessary processes.
